9. Of the countries the trade with which increased, the United Kingdom 
(including the transit trade vid Suez) had the largest share. The increase 
was due principally to larger imports of coal, cotton piece-goods, liquors, 
machinery, railway materials, and treasure. Decreases occurred in cotton twist 
and yarn, copper, zinc, woollen goods, and a few other articles. ‘The increases 
and decreases under each principal head are shewn below.

Mediterranean Ports.—The large increase in the trade was caused by 
greater imports of beads and false pearls, corals, cotton piece- 

ods and twist, liquors, salt, and woollen goods. The direct 
import trade from the Mediterranean shows a remarkably rapid 
incsease in value. Amounting in 1869-70 to only £12,292, it rose 
to £135,172, £284,257, and £297,893 in the three following years, 
and in the year of report the total value was £412,706. ‘ 


America.—The increase is mainly due to the greater valué of the 
imports of ice, mineral oil, paints and colours, wood and manu- 
factures thereof, and rosin. - 


Mauritius.—The increase is the result of the revival of the sugar 
trade from the depression of the previous year. The imports of 
this article exceeded those of 1872-73 by £148,969 or 52 per 
cent., though they were still more than 19 per cent. Iglow the 
imports of 1871-72. . 


Aden.—The imports of gums, ivory, and metals increased. 


. Straits Settlements.—Increases appear under many heads, the chief 
being canes, which increased by £3,148, drugs and medicines by 
£6,660, earthen and porcelain ware by £5,041, tin (cast) by 
£61,188, silk (raw) £35,637, silk piece-goods £6,977, tobacco 

. £5,067, and twist. £2,048. Treasure also shews an increase of 
£164,750, or 158°5 per cent. Decreases occurred in candles, 
covoanuts, coffee, cotton piece-goods, dyeing and colouring mate- 
rials, mats; raw hemp, steel and copper, and spices. 


China.—The trade increased in glassware by £15,824, grain and pulse 
by £15,744, rice from Hong-kong representing almost the whole: 
of the imports under this head, spirits £1,590, silk (raw) 
£111,484, silk piece-goods £38,500, tobacco £6,980; there were 
also increases in some other articles. Treasure increased by 
£708,376, or 68'S per cent. There were decreases in the follow- 
ing articles to the amount stated against each : Apparel £4,321, 
fireworks £9,148, copper £8,334, paints and colours £10,492, sugar 
£29,052, tea £50,746, umbrellas £8,851. 


10. With the undermentioned countries our trade shews a decrease as com- 
pared with last year— : 

France.—The decrease against France is the result of a decrease in 
merchandise less an increase in treasure. The chief increases 
were in apparel £6,630, cotton piece-goods £10,388, and coral, 
unwrought, £2,864; and the chief decreases in salt £13,427, 
silk manufactures £11,250, wines and liqueurs £1,630, and 
spirits £29,217. " 

Germany,—The decreases are mainly in candles £1,408, cotton piece- 
goods £1,276, liquors of all kinds £8,062, arid machines and 
machinery, which shew a decrease of £12,840, or more than 99 per 
cent. on the imports of the previous year. There are small 
increases in apparel, coal, salt, and woollen goods. 

The decrease in the trade with other European countries is not material, 

Africa.—The chief decreases were in silk manufactures £14,068, but 
the imports in the previous year were nearly as much as this in 
excess of the imports of 1870-71 and 1871-72; spices £24,788, 
and treasure £39,628. In ivory and manufactures . thereof 
there was increase of £19,453. ; 

Réunion.—The decrease was almost entirely in treasure, of which 
none was imported during the year against £70,000 in the pre- 
vious year. ‘The imports of merchandise from Réunion are quite 
insignificant. 

Red Sea.—Vhe chief items of decrease were coffee £6,846, drugs and 
medicines £38,132, salt £2,191, and treasure £4,494 Fruits 
and vegetables increased by £3,165, and gums by £4,708. 
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Persian Gulf—The decreases occurred mainly in cotton £62,549, pre- 
cious stones and pearls £24,586, salt £7,942, seeds £4,729, silk 
(ray) £8,000, wool (raw) £9,158. Treasure increased by 
£73,057. The principal increase in merchandise was in fruits 
and vegetables, £38,368. e : 

Other countries in Asia—Shew a considerable increase in consequence 
of the importation of a large quantity of rice imported from 

+. ° Saigon and Siam on account of Government for the relief of the 
distress in Behar. This item stands for £180,124 against £5 in 
the previous year. Omitting this increase, the private trade fell off 
by £23,067. There was a considerable decrease against copper 
and tin, the import of which fell off almost to nothing during 





the year. 
Australia —The decrease is wholly under treasure, which diminished 
P by £191,953. In merchandise there was & considerable increase 


amounting to £81,880, the great bulk of which was in coal 
£27,977, and copper (cast) £49,408. 


The fluctuations in the trade with the other countries mentioned in the table 
do not require special notice.

_ United Kingdom.—The chief increases occurred in treasure, as said above, 
in coffee £65,951, indigo £287,684, rice £185,930, wheat £554,454, or nearly 
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624 per cent.; hides and skins £42,006, seeds £376,845, silk munufactures 
£10,656, tea £173,945, teak timber £23,373, wool (raw) £107,644. There 
were decreases in, cotton (raw) £941,443, jute (raw) £343,458, oils £74,882, 
saltpetre £41,347, silk (raw) £229,353, sugar £259,306, and smaller decreases 
in some other articles. « . 


France.—Ooffee increased by £215,053, cotton wool by £173,441, rice 
by £12,780, and wheat by £12,618. ‘The increase in seeds was very material, 
amounting to £275,677; raw silk also shows an increase of £95,897, and 
spices of £59,541. The chief decreases were in indigo £206,321, hides and 
in is £41,620, jute (raw) £44,147, and shawls £79,000. ; 


The Mediterranean Ports—The following articles shew increases to the 
amounts ‘noted: coffee £47,600, cotton £155,763, seeds £41,953, silk 
£53,358, tobacco £17,934. There were decreases in rice £26,309, hides and 
skins £175,490, and teak, of which none was exported against £7.451 last, 
year. j ; 





Other countries in Hurope—Shew a remarkable increase in coffee 
(£100,145), cotton (raw) £143,875, tobacco £14,585. On the other hand, 
dyeing and colouring materials, rice, and hides shew a considerable decrease. 
The increases and decreases are. thus apportioned: The export of cotton 
to Russia declined from £148,854 to £56,559; indigo on the other hand: in- 
creased from £8,582 to £35,409. The total nett decrease was £67,124. The 
trade with Apstria (exclusive of the trade to Trieste, which is classed in the 
present returns under Mediterranean Ports) increased by £89,094, nearly the 
whole of which was in coffee. The exports to Holland increased from £141,935 
to £238,490. Cotton (raw) increased by £208,834 and teak by £6,111. Rice 
decreased by £28,755, and of indigo none was exported against £88,142 last year. 
The exports to Spain increased by £13,882, the increase being due to the 
exports of cotton (raw) and of tobacd® to Gibraltar. The value of this article 
was £14,587 against £3 in the previous year. Cotton increased from £3,000 


to £30,336. Rice and seeds fell off materially. . é 
West Indies.—The increase is due to rice, the value of which was 
£281,652 against £181,488 in 1872-73. ° 


Mauritius—The increase is in treasure. Merchandise shews a large 
decrease generally, the most important fluctuations being in rice and provisions 
and oilman’s stores. Other food-grains, oil, and tobacco increased. 


Red Sea—A large increase in the export of wheat is shewn against a 


great decrease in the export of rice, Cotton piece-goods also increased. 


Aden.—Cotton piece-goods and twist increased, and there were small 
increases in other articles. Rice and hides fell considerably. 


Ceylon.—Cotton piece-goods shew an increase of £21,971, cotton (raw) of 
£14,111, paddy and rice £323,790. The remainder of the increases are dis- 
tributed through a number of articles, and are not individually material. Both 
the increases and decreases indicate ordinary fluctuations of trade, 


Australia.—The increase was in merchandise and occurred mainly in 
rice (£84,206), gunny bags £45,557, and vegetable oil £26,945. 

15. Trade decreased with Germany, America, Africa, Réunion, the Persian 
Gulf, Sonmeeanee and Mekran, Laccadives and Maldives, the Straits Settlements, 
and China. , 


Germany.—There was a general and considerable decrease in all enumera- 
ted articles of merchandise except teak. No coffee was exported during the 


year against £57,224 last year. Kaw cotton and oils also fell off very much, 


the former by £56,805, the latter by £18,387. 
America.—Seeds improved by £172,177 and indigo by £87,633 ; raw jute, 
spices, saltpetre, gunny -bags and cloths, and tea fell off. 
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
